Two sugar plantations in Louisiana 
have produced the past season 4.7UO.OOO 
and 4,4d:>,000 pounds of sugar respect- 
ively. 

The developmeut of smokeless coal 
mines in Tonquin shows much larger 
deposits than were at lirst believed to 
be possible.
